EDITORIAL NOTES 


IN A PERTINENT ARTICLE on ‘The crowd, the individual and the 
library” in the September issue of the Atlantic Bookshelf, Mr. 
Joseph L. Wheeler, librarian of the Enoch Pratt Free Library, 
Baltimore, discusses the desirability of formulating definite goals 
for the library service of the near future. The increase in reading 
activities in recent years is significant, he says, and continues: 


The question that comes to mind when we see all of this reading is, “What 
about thinking?’ There is no question that one of the greatest functions and 
obligations of the library of to-morrow will be to see that more and more people 
do a larger and larger amount of thinking. Not the learned, but the learning, 
mind is what needs encouragement most. It is not the mind crammed with fact 
that is going to make the greatest contribution to the general welfare, but the 
discerning and ambitious mind with a purpose and an ideal. 

The so-called ‘scientific attitude’ is not anything peculiar to science, but an 
attitude which should apply in every field of knowledge and in every day’s work. 
In fact, it has to be lived. Its possession is an ideal, but it is only an ideal for most 
of us, for the reality is almost unknown in any single person. It is appropriately 
described by our good friend Arthur D. Little of Boston as ‘The sympathy to 
wonder, the ability to question, the power to generalize, the capacity to apply’; 
or, as Daniel Coit Gilman said earlier, in The Launching of a University, ‘The 
scientific spirit is perpetually active. It is the search for truth—questioning, 
doubting, verifying, sifting, testing, proving, that which has been handed down; 
observing, weighing, measuring, comparing what can be seen.’ It should be the 
object of all education and of all library service to produce this scientific atti- 
tude toward truth. 

When we see about us in our large cities and the untutored rural precincts, 
so vast a degree of prejudice, misunderstanding, narrow-mindedness, and be- 
littling superstition, among presumably intelligent persons, and the actual ma- 
chinery set up for fomenting, encouraging, and capitalizing prejudice and hatreds, 
we may very well ask whether the greatest function of the library of to-morrow 
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is not going to be a concerted onslaught against prejudices, in some cases surviv- 
ing for generations, and in others hatched out and scattered broadcast with each 
succeeding year.

SOAMES SPENT THE NIGHT AT WINCHESTER, a place he had often heard of but 
never seen. . . . The town seemed an old place. There was something in a 
cathedral, too; and after breakfast he went to it. The chancel was in activity— 
some choir practice or other. He entered noiselessly, for his boots were rub- 
bered against damp, and sat down at the point of balance. With chin uplifted, 
he contemplated the arches and the glass.

There was continuity, but it was always changing. That was why it seemed to 
him extremely unlikely that he would live after he was dead. He had read some- 
where—though not in The Times—that life was just animated shape, and that 
when shape was broken it was no longer animated. Death broke your shape and 
there you were, he supposed. The fact was, people couldn’t bear their own ends; 
they tried to dodge them with soft sawder. They were weak-minded. And Soames 
lowered his chin. They had lighted some candles up there in the chancel, insig- 
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nificant in the daylight. Presently they would blow them out. There you were 
again, everything was blown out sooner or later. And it was no good pretending 
it wasn’t. He had read the other day, again not in The Times, that the world was 
coming to an end in 1928, when the earth got between the moon and the sun— 
it had been predicted in the Pyramids—some such scientific humbug! Well, if 
it did, he, for one, wouldn’t much mind. The thing had never been a great suc- 
cess, and if it were wiped out at one stroke there would be nothing left behind 
anyway; what was objectionable about death was leaving things that you were 
fond of behind.

I WENT OUT INTO THE GREY STONE TOWN and up the stony road, up and up 
from Derbyshire, into Yorkshire over Stannidge Edge. “Go back! Go back! 
Go back!” the grouse called through the gloomy afternoon. I pushed along the 
Roman road past Stannidge Pole thinking of Caesar’s Wars, past Redmires 
Dam, and tried a woeful short cut through bog and peat and rabbit-holes and 
knee-deep heather to the Manchester Road. “Go back! Go back!’ the eternal 
cry of the grouse rang across the dark bown endless moor. At last I struck the 
blue shining Manchester Road, but soon was off on a rough turf and metal lane 
to Strines. 


At Strines there is nothing but an ancient Inn. The Manners’ peacock is 
carved in stone over the door. There is a stone roof to the stone house, stone mul- 
lions at the narrow windows and stone floors within doors. The Inn is low and 
long and half sunk down under the lea of the moor. There will be ham and eggs 
for high tea, and though it is July, a roasting fire burns red in the old-fashioned 
sitting-room. 


I sit down and rest beside the huge fire in the musty old room. From some- 
where in the depths of the house comes a smell of frying ham. I cannot rest long. 
Curiosity impels me to get up and look at the engraving of Queen Victoria’s wed- 
ding above the silk-bosomed piano. “God Save Our Gracious Queen!” She was 
almost precisely of an age with Emily Bronté, and like her, had seen three kings 
as they say, for she also was born in the reign of George the Third. Well! Well! 
Victoria would not have liked Emily Jane, though she herself was wild enough 
in the intoxication of early accession to a throne.
